As to Fees and Salaries. 

Before the adoption of the resolutions, 
Walter Colquitt, the member from Edge- 
wood,. introduced an amendment 
seeking to give the people of Fulton coun- 
ty a chance at the polls to express their 
wishes in regard to the fee system under 
which officers of the county rceeive their 
compensation. 

His amendment contemplated print- 
ing’ on the tickets to be voted May 15th, 
“for fees and against salary,’ and ‘‘for 
salary and against fees.”’

GOVERNOR JOHNSTON.

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torial contest in Alabama is scheduled for Saturday, April 14th. On this day 
the democratic party is to select about eighty-one candidates for the house 
of representatives and about sevenieen candidates for the senate. There are 
sixteen “‘hold-over”’ senators. About nineteen representatives have already been 
nominated. 

In every county in the state the actual candidates for the legislature are 
inconspicuous. The contest is Morgan-Johnston everywhere. Al! local and 
other issues are practically eliminated or occupy the outer circle of the baitle- 
ground. 

Senator Morgauwu will have served twenty-four years, or three termes, in the 
United States senate on the 4th of March next, when his present term expires. 
To Alabamians he has heretofore ranked as did Ben Hill to Georgians. Mor- 
gan for a score of years has been the popular idol of the people of Alabama. 
They have respected him, loved him and have been proud of him. No man in 
Alabama was ever known to have used the word politician as descriptive of 
Morgan. As a statesman they have spoken of, honored and been proud of him 
Until Governor Johnston burst into the pasture of political notoriety no 
thoughtfu] Alabamian ever dreamed that Morgan, so long as he lived, would 
ever have opposition to continuous succession to himself in the senate. 

Governor Johnston is ambitious and industrious. Through the aid of Sena- 
tor Morgan and his friends and foilowers, after unsuccessful attempts in 
1890 and 1894, Joseph F. Johnston finally, in 1896, won the democratic nomina- 
tion for governor. During his first term Governor Johnston won much praise 
and credit as a business governor. He applied himself diligently and with cour- 
age, and brought about many creditable reforms in the administration of the 
ctate government. Beginning with his second term, over a year ago, his am- 
bition began to override his statesmanship. The praises heaped upon him and 
the power in his grasp turned his head and talents to the building of a politi- 
cal machine about him. His former vusiness administration of affairs began 
tottering as his machine building ambition expanded and as senatorial desires 
began permeating his speculative brain. 

He advocated a constitutional convention—a sore necessity in this state, to 
eliminate the negro and thereby, to an extent, purify the ballot box, which has 
heretofore, in many sections of this state, been intensely muddy. A constitu- 
tional convention bill with his support passed both houses of the legislature 
and received his signature. Primaries to select delegates to the convention 
were held. Many of the delegates selected had been and remained Johnston’s 
political opponents within the lines of the party. Soon thereafter Governor 
Johnston, perhaps fearing that the acts of his political opponents in a consti- 
tutional convention might result in the smashing of the political machine he 
had constructed, called the legislature in extra session and under political 
whip and spur, and with the aid of populist and republican members, drove 
through a bill repealing.the convention act. Success in this led him and his 
immedate followers to an exalted idea of his strength and power, and he soon 
thereafter announced himself a candidate for the United States senate to suc- 
ceed Mcrgan. ° 

From the day of his announcement the contest has been vigorous. At 
Athens and other points in Limestone county he and Senator Morgan met in 
joint debate. It was largely a one-sided affair. The people applauded and 
enthused over Morgan: and Limestone, an early county to act, went over- 
whelmingly for Morgan. The senator was then recalled to Washington and 
the joint debates ended. Morgan has remained in Washington practically all 
the time since. while Johnston has been actively at work on the stump and by 
Virtue of his indomitable energy and political ability has succeeded in carrying 
vera] of the earlv counties to act—especially counties largely populistic. In- 
deed, Governor Johnston is much stronger among tthe populists than among the 
democrats. 

As matters stand today of the sixteen ‘‘hold-over’’ senators, one of whom 
is a populist, nine are counted for Morgan, five for Johnston, including the 
Populist. and two for Oates. Oates, however, has retired from the race and it 
is claimed that his two votes will go to Morgan. 

Of the counties which have already acted Morgan has carried Clarke with 
two votes. Colbert with one, Crenshaw with one, Limestone with one, Marengo 
With two and Walker with one, making a total of eight. 

Johnston has earried Jackson with two, Marshall with one and Winston 
With one, a total of four. 

Two nominees—one from Coffee and one from Dale—have instructed for 
Oates. but will now go for Morgan, giving him ten of the fourteen already in- 
Structed. 

Two nominees in Morgan and one in Macon counties are to be instructed, 
Both candidates ciaim them.

Ness’ governor. It igs also claimed that he has increased the taxes of the 
Powerful] and lightened the burdens on the hundreds of citizens less able to 
Pay. On the other hand, it is charged that during his administration various 
hew offices have been created, and the salaries attached to other offices in- 
creased: that he has used his powers of appointment to public offices to form 
@ complete working machine, the purpose of which is to boost him for the 
Senate: that he attempted to sell tiie 25,000 acres of land granted by congress to 
the Alabama Industrial School for Girls at Montevallo; that he actually sold 
the most valuable part of the minera] lands granted by congresso the state 
University at prices far below their actual vaiue, and that, too, when he could 
have jeased the lands at rates that would have been most profitable to the 
University, and it is further claimed that. Governor Johnston is not fitted for 
@ seat in the United States senate.

From a Johnston standpoint, the senatorial situation here is entirely satis- 
factory at this time. We have the sweet consolation of Knowing that for every 
unforseen difficulty that has sprung to meet us, our friends of the opposition 
are having to ford five times as many unexpected streams. So far, only a single 
plan or calculation of the Johnston men has gone wrong; the sudden develop- 
ment of a rather savage and desperate and withal lubricating campaign on the 
part of the enemy having caught us napping in Crenshaw county. To offset 
this, Morgan shook the tree in Winston and Macon, and the cherries fell in 
Johnston’s mouth. The fight is today, in our view point, practically won, with 
all the changes for the last three weeks in the governor’s favor. None of us 
can forsee any coincidence likely to check this current, and we expect the gov- 
ernor to win by some twenty or twenty-five votes in a caucus of 100 members. 

From the Johnston standpoint, let it be understood, the issue, even with 
Oates out, is not a race between the: governor and the senator. The real contest 
in Alabama is a war to the knife on Johnston. The real forces in the fight 
—the forces that count in getting votes, in making public sentiment, in manip- 
ulating the machinery and in planning campaigns—are not for Morgan at all. 

The coalition against Johnston is triple-headed, being the great bulk of the 
press, the politicians who make up the Morgan organization or co-operate with 
it, and the gold men. 

Of course none of the gold papers are for Morgan. Their leading lights, like 
The Montgomery Advertiser and The Mobile Register, are avowedly just 
against Johnston, apologizing for the necessity they are under to support Mor- 
gan in order to defeat the governor. The Age-Herald, a Bryan and silver pa- 
per, offered its support to Johnston in exchange for a railroad commisisoner- 
ship, and by that measure is certainly not for Morgan except as a means to 
an end. These are typical of all but a few of our best weeklies. 

Most of these Morgan politicians who ever were friends of the governor, 
had already fallen away from well-known personal grievances and disappoint- 
ments, and the balance became his vigorous opponents when he put the fly 
in the constitutional conyention ointment last spring. They are the talking 
members and do the headwork. 

The most formidable factor in the coalition against the governor are the gold 
men. For let it be Known that the man who beat them in 18% was Johnston, 
and he typifies to them the humiliation they suffered in being overthrown by 
the jeans breeches crowd. Their toes have never felt Morgan’s heavy tread, 
and to them he was simply one of a number of silver cranks at Washington 
who recommended himself to their charity by advocating the Nicaragua canal. 

From a Johnston standpoint, the governor came into office as a people's 
man, avowedly to overthrow some old and tiresome political cliques and dom- 
inations, and especially to introduce business methods and reforms into the 
state administration. He interfered with a great many favored people, especial- 
ly by the economies enforced, the examination of public accounts ana the effort 
to equalize tax burdens. A great outcry arose. First one disgruntled ywoice and 
then another was joined to it. But the people liked it and the governor began 
to be popular with the common run of folk. When he struck at misgovernment 
powerfully entrenched in his home county, and struck it down, he established 
a wide faith in his courage and earnestness of purpose. 

When he overthrew the constitutional convention act, of which only 20,000 
democrats had signified their approval in the primaries, he saved the democratie 
party from disastrous rout at the polls, inctrred the hostility of a powerful fac- 
tion, won a hitherto unknown prestige as a leader and ousted Morgan from 
his old place as the favorite of the wool hatted masses. 

* Morgan was quick to see in Johnston’s growing popularity a peril to him- 
self, and boldly opened his campaign by coming to Alabama and entering 
the fight against repeal of the convent ipn act./ Johnston won, and the senator 
fell back on his entrenchments at Washington. The renown of Johnston's 
prowess as a leader, the steady improvement of the public finances, the grow- 
ing popularity of the tax reforms and examination of accounts, and the great 
uplifting of the common school cause under his administration, admonished 
the senator that something must be done. He looked around. He saw the 
common people had come to be for Johnston against the world and for any- 
thing he wanted. 

The senator is not what we call a good practical politician in matters of de- 
tail. but he is a most farsighted and able one on the larger lines of policy 
and dealing with men in the mass.- He saw the gold men, a numerous, an able, 
a wealthy and wict:* disseminated faction, handling most of the money and 
with a tremendous pull on the debtor class. He knew they would take up 
somebody to fight Johnston with. Why not himself? He threw them a: bait 
as early as last July in the shape of an interview advocating the abandon- 
ment of Bryan and the Chicago platform, and then came to Alabama to con- 
firm it as “substantially correct.’’ The gold men swallowed the bait and got 
the hook in their gills too fast to loose it when the senator later on threw to 
the Bryan men the bait of a recantation. Morgan had become the gold men's 
man and only hope to beat Johnston. General Oates offered himself, but they 
would have none of him and he ts at last out of the race. 

Up to the time of the Morgan interview on Bryan, Governor Johnston did rot 
expect to run for the senate against Morgan. Deep down in his heart he 
would have liked a third term as governor as vindication against the succes- 
sion of violent assaults and misrepresentations that had met his administra- 
tion at every turn. But after the Morgan interview, it became inevitable that 
some man Would lead the Bryan forces in this state or let it go to the gold 
standard by default. 

That was a famous play, a desperate play, a needless play of the senator to 
the gold men of Alabama. It brought Johnston into the field and precipitated 
against the governor the most desperate onslaught that stains the political an- 
nals of this state. Two members of the coalition, the press and the politicians, 
opened with an attack of slander and abuse that shocked the credulity of 
every honest man. They overshot the mark. They undertook to show up the 
governor of the state as a common thief. Nobody believed it. The governor 
rode the storm as lightly as an ocean liner goes over the waves of a sum- 
mer sea. If the press and the politicians and the eminently respectable body 
of silver men who are sincerely for the senator were all that confronted John- 
ston, Senator Morgan would have preceded Governor Oates in writing a card of 
retirement. To dispose of them would be child's play for a leader like the 
governor with the whole jeens breeches crowd behind him.

Just now this is a very interesting 
question. Indeed, it has become a 
very important question. When Lin- 
coln and Seward, and Sumner, and 
Chase and Greely, with William Lloyd 
* Garrison and Wendell Phillips as out- 
riders, were managing affairs, it was 
their proud boast that thelr party was 
the party of great moral ideas.

An im- 
portant part of the education of a child 
is to teach the lesson of obedience, of 
right and wrong, and of the general 
principles which enter into the making 
of good men and good women. When 
the perversity of a child is tolerated, 
if not encourated, what is to be ex- 
pected? The blissful state of affairs 
in which all people wil! be equally in- 
formed, equally wel]. poised and equally 
susceptible to gedod influences, is hard- 
ly to be expected. We must take life 
just as we find it, and we cannot do 
better than to follow the wholesome ex- 
ample of the past. Children who are 
fully-instructeg at home as to what 
chastisement means are not the ones 
who call for it in tne schoolroom, It is 
the pampered, perverse, undisciplined 
creature of its own will and whim 
which gives all the trouble when the 
time comes. One of-the weak points 
of advocates for sparing the rod is 
their quotation of the experience of 
cleygymen and of grandfathers.

of common sense and decency. The vast 
majority of the Cubans now in the public 
service are grossly incompetent and it 
requires two to five of them to discharge 
with any promptness and accuracy the 
duties that one good expert American 
would consider ‘fa job on velvet.”’ The 
most of them, from the corner policeman 
to the sub-secretaries, are proud, sensi- 
tive, arrogant, saucy, semi-witted and 
“have to be showed,’ as the old Missou- 
rian would say. To this inane policy of 
catering to the Cuban’s bureaucratic hun- 
ger and buying his adhesion to the Amer- 
ican programme with a salary is due 
largely the slow progress that is being 
made in bringing Cuba out of chaos. The 
best way to educate-a Cuban in official 
affairs is to show him the best models 
in action and let him learn his lesson 
from looking on the finished facts. 

As to the other points of the policy 
above outlined, the progress is sensible 
and making rapidly for better educational 
and industrial conditions, to the great 
praise of the administrators and the profit 
of the beneficiaries. 

A Lack of Leaders. 

The luck of the Americans in the pres- 
ent status of affairs in Cuba is the almost 
total lack of strong, purposeful leaders 
among the Cubans. There is in the whole 
island today no man of commanding pub- 
lic stature; no man of whom it can be 
truly, said he is a statesman; no man 
whose voice is authoritative as to Cuban 
desires, demands. or consent, Stronger 
than this is the fact that there is scarcely 
a man of education and influence in Cuba 
who is willing to put himself freely and 
frankly at the head of any of the many 
factions and try to make it a party of 
pronounced principles and power in Cuban 
politics. 

Where Is Maximo Gomez? 


General Maximo Gomez is old, afflicted, 
discredited by the politicians and lags 
superfluous upon the stage. He is a rug- 
ged old fighter, a stern patriot and of 
But he is not a Cuban 
‘hut and home 
H{le claims to be 
no more than a servant of liberty and the 
friend of the Cubans. His word still has 
free course with the Cuban ‘he polloi’’ 


‘and in acute emergencies he is called in to 


help quiet a disturbed public opinion, but 
even Gomez is not satisfied with the 
course of the American authorities, and he 
frankly says to the Cubans that their best 
policy is to so act and work as to take 
away all excuse for further American in- 
tervention and then let the civilized world 
pass judgment on the United States for 
holding in bonds and tutelage a people 
whom they professed to love as brethren 
and to make free for humanity's sake! 

But Gomez cannot organize and lead 
the Cubans now toward national political 
emancipation, Nor can any other man 
rromirent among the Cuban politicians of 
today. 


Political Pauperism. 


For the Cuban publicists are singularly 
ignorant of the fundamentals of demo- 
'cratic or constitutional liberty. They 
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fovght for freedom without a conscious- 
ness of its fullness nor any sense of the 
fearfulness of its responsibilities. Now 


that the duties and details of the enter- 
prise must be assumed or abandoned, the 
poverty of their political philosophy 
makes them appear like a lot of Lazaruses 


arcund the dcor steps of the temple of 
liberty. 
They know scarcely anything of the 


great thoufthts and acts of Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson, Hancock, Madison, 
Franklin and Hamilton in the erection of 
the American republic: they got their in- 
Spirations, instead, from the French rev- 
Olution, their principles from the vaga- 
rious nations of Victor Hugo, as they evt 
their morals from Voltaire and Palzac 
and later from Emile Zola. . 
Imitation and Reversion. 

The Cuban politician is a born diplo- 
mat, a trained trickster and like the 
Irishman’'s flea—never found where you 
thought he was when you put ; 
thumb down. He loves indirection better 
than courageous frankness. He is 
picious that somebody trying ‘‘to 
him’’ and so he secretly plans to do the 
other party and do it first! He has no 
faculty for initiative; no skill in inven- 
tion along noble and lofty lines of pub- 
lic endeavor. He is as prone to imita- 
tion as a monkey and as liable to revert 
to type or tradition “the dog to re- 
turn to his vomit, or the sow that was 
washed to her wallow.”’ The hardest 
work General Wood has to do today is 
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it, because of its injustice and its tax 
burndens, and then they will revolt an 
repeat the history of other Spanish 
American countries in like undertakings.

The Prospects of Annexation. 
At present, by reason of the overwhelm- 


ing sentiment in favor of an 
experience with independence the 
annexationists are compelled to keep

in private, with bated breath. 
are more serious men in Cuba—and who 
are Cubans to the manner born—than one 
can safely number who forsee with un- 
erring vision that the ultimate destiny of 
‘Cuba is to become incorporated in some 
fashion with the overshadowing, absorb- 
ing American union. 

All stable Cuban interests and nearly 
all the foreign factors in the island are 
genuinely in favor‘of the earliest possible 
annexation of Cuba to the United States, 
In that event they foresee tranquility, 
just and orderly government, tremendous 
influxes of capital and enterprises, and 
an amazing. prosperity for every valuable 
business interest in the island. 

How to accomplish tt, over the joint res- 


olution of the American congress and 


| against the influence of the rabid Cuban 
| politicians, thirsty for place and power, 


and the séntimental patriotism of the 
vast ignorant majority behind them, is 
the unsolved question of the situation. 

Some claim that the long-drawn-out 
programme of the administration, above 
set forth, will soon weary the impatient 
ubans, dishearten them, divide them 
avd make annexation and territorial au- 
tonomy under the American constitution 
a popular demand with the greater part 
of the isianders. 

Others contend that by the time the 
constitutional convention period arrives 
American and foreign annexation forces 
will have allied enough Cubans with them 
by purchase and partnerships, to force a 
propositions of

“independence or annexation,’’ and that

| carry the majority for annexation. 
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At any rate, the interests in Cuba that 


desire annexation are not willing, if any-. 


thing they can do will prevent, that a 
Cuban government with sovereign power

The. nearer political affairs in Cuba ap- 
proach that point the greater will grow 
the number of annexationists, unless the 
impatience of the Cubans shall sooner 
force it ‘by insurrections against the au- 
thority of the American adminfstration in 
the island. In that event annexation 
would experience an irresistible boom 
and become a fact. 

A Hard Blow to Annexation. 

The severest blow, however, that has 
been given to the steadily growing an- 
nexa'ttion sentiment in Cuba was the in- 


troduction of the Porto Rican tariff in 
the American congress. The morning 
that I published in my paper, The Ha- 


vana Journal, the fact that such a bill 
had been proposed, } ¢as asked by more 
than a score of pruininent Cubans, poli- 
ticians and merchants, if the information 
could possibly be reliable? They were 
amazed that the United States could geri- 
ously propose to levy a tariff tax on the 
imports and exports of a country and 
people which ‘had been solemnly trans- 
ferred and taken over by treaty from the 
ownership and obligations of another 
sovereignty! The proposal struck them 
as so unjust and opposed to all un- 
derstood principles of Americanism as to 
be unbelievable. 

But when the truth was confirmed they 
expressed strong antagonism tto any an- 
nexation of Cuba to the United States 
that involved the chance of lHke treat- 
ment. One of the strongest arguments 
for annexation that prevails in Cuba is 
the taking away of tariff embargoes 
against Cuban staple products and the 
heavy import duties now levied on Amer-

Most of them, 
even the most conspicuous, would rather 
follow Spanish precedents than to learn 
and practice the best things known to 
American experience. 
Will We Turn Them Loose? 

The question recurs: ‘‘Will we turn 
them loose to make their spoon, or spoil 
their horn?” 

General Wood, lately corroborated by 
Secretary Root, has told the Cubans that 
he will prepare the way for their inde- 
pendence as rapidly as he can, with their 
co-operation. 

First, he says, in May coming, we will 
hold elections in the 137 municipalities of 
the island for mayors and councils, to 
whom will be turned over the absolute 
control of and responsibility for all mu- 
nicipal and purely local affairs. 

Second, if the Cubans prove apt and 
satisfactory in municipal government, 
then, say in 1901, we will have elections 
for provincial governors and minor offi- 
cials. 

Third, if that also turns out to our 
American taste, we will, say in 1992, have 
an election for a constitutional conven- 
tion, and when it makes a constitution, 
that will be submitted to the people for 
adoption. 

Fourth, if that constitution proves ac- 
ceptable to the American administration, 


there will be, say in 1903, an election for 
| the officials of the government provided 


for in the constitution. 

Fifth, when the officials and other func- 
tions of the government are inaugurated 
and seem to be going safely and smooth- 


ly, then, perhaps in 1904, or thereabouts, 
we Americans will go home and let you 
Cubans go it alone! 

A Savage Resistance. 

To the above programme, announced 
by the consent of General Wood. the 
principal Cubans from one end of the 
island to the other are stirring up a sav- 
age resistance. They resent the prop- 
osition that they shall be kept in leading 
strings, under American military domina- 
tion, for four or five years longer. They 
say that the suggestion is a shameful one 
coming from an intervening pawer whose 
presence in Cuba is already in bad faith 
because the expressed purpose of it— 
“the pacification of the island’’—has been 
long ago accomplished. 

Already they are appealing to the’*Cu- 
ban people to refuse to have any part in 
elections held according to this pro- 
gramme and they openly threaten, if it 
is persisted in, to call a convention of 
representative Cubans and issue an ad- 
dress and appeal to the powers of the 
world to regard their situation and join 
with them in protesting against their vas- 
salage in the power of the military arm 
of the American government.

Different Rells Completed by Commis- 
sioner Yesterday. 


NEW CLAIMS CONSIDERED 


Applicants’ Petitions Will Be Taken 
Up for Examination on May Ist. 


COMMISSIONER MAKES A SUGGESTION 


He Thinks It Will Be Best for All 
for Claimants To Have Their 
Statements Prepared. 


Pension Commfssioner John W. Lind- 
sey yesterday completed the last of the 
pension rolls of the state and the differ- 
ent funds appropriated for pensions have 
now been exhausted. The wor kof the 
commissioner has been of the most satis- 
factory order, both to the pensioners of 
the state and to offictals who have aided 
in the distribution of pensions with power 
of attorney. The first class of pensions 
taken up this year was the indigent, the 
largest and as a general rule containing 
the most_peedy of all the veterans. The 
widows of confederate soldiers were next 
paid, and following them the invalids 
were given their pensions. The rolls this 
year have fallen off in amount, while ath- 
ers have increased almost proportion- 
ately, leaving nothing of the appropria- 
tions made by the legislature, 
Commissioner Lindsey has 
first of the year been entirely 
with the performance of his duties, and 
although these are of a difficult nature, he 
has uniformly impressed the old veterans 
with the idea that he is doing for them all 
in his power. 

The work of the year is practically over, 
and Commissioner Lindsey will return to 
his bome in Wilkinson county for two 
weeks, as he is called by the opening of 
the court term, and also as a means of 
obtaining a needed rest. On returning to 
the capitol he will take up the new claims 
for pensions for 191, and a large number 
of these have already been filed in his 
office, while others will come in during 
the next few days. The greatest care is 
necessary in the of these 
claims, and the greater part of the sum- 
mer will be devoted to the work by the 
commissioner. 

Coéamissioner Lindsey stated yesterday 
that the applicants who come to his of- 
fice daily can accomplish nothing by 
making personal appeals, and his advice 
to all claimants is that they prepare 
statements by having them sworn to and 
then forwarding them to his office. In 
this way he believes much time will be 
saved both for the veterans themselves 
and for the pension office, and in the end 
wil] be found more satisfactory to the 
claimants.

‘| Nearly every_section of these islands has 
peculiarities of its own. The dialects are 
so different that it is said that the com- 
mon people of southern Luzon are unable 
to make themselves understood in the 
north. At the same time the Tagalo and 
Foanish are enough to enable one [to 
trade anywhere. The common people are 
not travelers. 

The ordinary man does not know any” 
thing about the country ten or fifteen 
miles bevond him. ‘Not long ago a pries 
was asked if there were not some mep Zn 
his village who could guide one of “the 
regiments over the mountains. He Péplied 
that he supposed theré was noj“a man 
in the town who had ever bf:n to the 
mountains. Only the fewesi%f the Fili- 
pinos of northern Luzon have ever visited 
Manila. and as a rule the average man 
seldom goes five miles away from home. 

Outside the savage regions the houses 
of the neople are much the same every- 
| where. Every village has a plaza or open 
Space in the center with the church, the 
ecvernment offices and some of the best 
houses facing it. Back of this, often run- 
ring for miles into the country, the roads 
are lined with thatched huts, made of 
poles of bamboo and having walls of 
woven bamboo and roofs of nipa palm. 
These huts are usually from three to six 
feet above the ground in order to le 
out of the way of the water during the 
rainy season. They are so high up that 
the water buffalo and other livestock of 
tife owner can be stabled under the hut. 

This often forms a shelter for the farm-_ 
ing tools, carts and sleds. The houses of 
the better class have a first story of 
stone and a second story of wood. There 
is no plaster in any of the houses. The 
walls are of b ds and the wincows 
which are very large, usually consist of 
a lattice work, filled with thin oyster 
shells. The Dest houses of the country 
towns. as well as Manila, use the ground 
floor for the stable and the lady or gen- 
tleman who goes out to call on a rich 
Filipino friend has often to walk care- 
fully by the horses in order not to soil 
his or her dress. 

[I do not know how the country stores 
look in times of peace. Just now they 
are very, very small. 1 should think $50 
would buy all the dry goods in Panique 
and leave considerable change after the 
purchase was made. The average store 
is a small hut open to the street, the 
goods being spread out on the floor for 
sale. The merchant is usually a woman, 
who squats down among the goods as 
she waits for her customers.
